My name is Jane Scharf, and J am a paralegal licensed in Ontario. ] am representing business, churches, 
social action groups and individuals who would like to know, from your police service, the answers to 
the following questions. 


1. Are police obligated to enforce the provisions of the Emergency Management and Civil Protect Act 
(EMCPA) and the Reopening of Ontario Act (ROA)? 


2. Can you clarify your ID policy? Specifically does a member of the public have to identify themself 
for a bylaw infraction? 


3. (A) Can police use force to enact the EMCPA and ROA contrary to section 1 of the Canadian Bill of 
Rights (1960)? 

(B) If yes can they use force to close down businesses for noncompliance contrary to section 1 of the 
Canadian Bill of Rights? 

(C ) If yes can they use force to close down churches contrary to section 1 of the Canadian Bill of 
Rights? 

(D) If yes can they use force to close down protests contrary to section 1 of the Canadian Bill of 
Rights? 

(E) If you have answered yes to 3. (A) (B) (C ) or (D) what is the legislative source for the authority 
to use force in any or all of these cases with regard to the provincial legislation EMCPA or ROA? 


4. If you answered yes to 3. (A) (B) (C ) or (D) what is the Federal Act of Parliament required by section 
2 of the Canadian Bill of Rights that would allow police to override the rights 
in section 1 of the Canadian Bill of Rights? 


5. (A) If police are called to remove a citizen from a retail establishment because they are claiming an 
exception from wearing a mask do police remove the person by force under the 
Trespass to Property Act (ITPA)? 
(B) If yes what gives police the authority to use force under a provincial statue TPA?

(C) If yes what is the Federal Act of Parliament that authorizes the use of force to override the rights 
and freedoms contained in section 1 of the Canadian Bill of Rights? 


6. Please clarify your policy related to utilizing trespass laws to limit the right of citizens to protest? 
CANADIAN BILL OF RIGHTS 

Recognition and declaration of rights and freedoms 

1 It is hereby recognized and declared that in Canada there have existed and shall continue to exist 
without discrimination by reason of race, national origin, colour, religion or sex, the following human 


rights and fundamental freedoms, namely, 


(a) the right of the individual to life, liberty, security of the person and enjoyment of property, and the 
right not to be deprived thereof except by due process of law; 


(b) the right of the individual to equality before the law and the protection of the law; 

(c) freedom of religion; 

(d) freedom of speech; 

(e) freedom of assembly and association; and 

(f) freedom of the press. 

Construction of law 

2 Every law of Canada shall, unless it is expressly seared by an Act of the Parliament of Canada that 
it shall operate notwithstanding the Canadian Bill of Rights, be so construed and applied as not to 


abrogate, abridge or infringe or to authorize the abrogation, abridgment or infringement of any of the 
rights or freedoms herein recognized and declared.
